ALBERTA'S FISH INDUSTRY 


The commercial] fish industry in the 
province experienced the largest year 
in its history, aceording to figures 
furnished by R. Rodd, chief fisheries 
inspector for the province, who has 
how made his report to the federal 
gxovernment. 

The total catch for Jast year, both 
winter and summer months, was 
6,756,000 Ibs., of which 3,932,000 Ibs. 
sulumer catch and 2,824,000 Ibs. 
winter catch. The summer catch was 
valued at a net amount of $282,912, 
and the winter catch at $293,537, 
making a total of $576,449. In addi- 
tion to this, it is estimated that 1,449, 
000 Ibs. wag taken in the domestic 
catch, estimated value $50,000 and 
the anglers’ catch was estimated at 
937,400 Lbs. valued at $§67,000, so that 
the total fish catch of al] kinds in the 


province reached a value of nearly 
$700,000. A total of 1,620 commercial 
licenses, 156 domestic licenses, 5,664 


anglers’ licenses and 902 licenses to 
Indians and Half-breeds were issued, 
u grand total of 8,242, or over 1,600 
ore than the previous year. 

Of the total commercial catch, a 
total of 3,413,000 Ibs. was of whitefish 
The fish taken commercially 
are exported for the most part to 


alone.

The great co-operative assoclations 
formed in the little land have 
brought prosperity and happinness 
to the Danish farm homes. 

The California Co-Operatives were 
based on the practices of the Dan- 
ish organizations. The great Can- 
adian wheat pools are likewise based 
on experiences gained in Denmark. 

The co-operative movement started 
in Denmark with the shipping of a 
30 lb. keg of butter to a consumers’ 
unfon In London, Fhgland. This 
unton promised to buy Danish butter 
80 consigned if shipped in larger 
quantities. 

The Danish producer found he had 
a steady market and was getting a 
premium on his butter. Soon all 
the big farmers joined and the co- 
Operative movement was launched in 
Denmark fifty years ago. 

Today co-operation is an accepted 
thing among the Danish farmers, 
who are probably the most prosper- 
ous farmers in the world.
